O There being no appropriation for, or law reguiring any report by this 
office, I have of my own motion and at my own expense compiled and 
printed the following for the convenience of Statisticians and publishers, 
Owing to defective records in the early history of this office, I have not been 
able to makethe compilation as fullas it otherwise would have been. 

After many years experience in elections in territories and compiling 
election returns thereof, I am formany reasons cotistrained to conclude that 
a ratio of seven inhabitants to the voter would not be out of the way - -- 

In many precincts of this territery, voters to get to a yoting place have 


to go from five to thirty miles, often ın >a canoe, sometimes horsé-back, and _ 


not infrequently on foot; this has resulted in a syster of pairiug of Repub- 
licans and Democrats, Besides, the remuneration of the officers to be 
elected is so small that no great effort 15 made by the candidates to get the 
voters out; add this to the fact that the offices to be filled are of little polit- 
ical significance and the wonder is that so many vote as do. 


If it were here, as in Oregon, where members of the Legislative Assem- -` 


bly ate voted for who elect U. S. Senators, where judges of the various 
courts are chosen, besides State officers and a full-fledged member of Con- 
gress, there would be a much greater inducement to vote . 

. For these and tuany other reasons I believe the ratio should be seven 
inhabitants to the voter, which if correct, would give us a “population of 
432,600 ; but to be on the ‘safe side, I have made the ratio five, which gives 
us but 309,900 - 

Having made diligent enguiry of transportation people and others in a 
position to knowin regard to the immigration to the Territory in the last 
two yas I find the testimony to be universal that at least one-third of the 
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4 
increase of the last two years came to the Territory during the last six 
months prior to November 6th—the day of election, who under our elec- 
tion laws could not vote. 

Asswning this to be correct, I give the following

THE BASIS OF TERRITORIAL REVENUE. 


The following table, prepared by the Territorial Auditor, will give a 


gratifying assurance-of progress notwithstanding a portion. of tne increased 
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value of taxable property, personal atid real, 1s due to the listing of railroad 
property. The apparent decrease in the assessed valuation in Stevens 
county is owing to the formation of a new county, Okanogan, out of a por- 
tion of its area, by the last Legislature The aggregate valuation of both 
counties is $60,391 in excess of that reported last year :

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THE ASSESSED VALUE OF TAXABLE PROPERTY IN THE TERRITORY, 


The assessable valuation of taxable property in Washington Territory, 
as given by the official returns for 1888, is $34,641,548, an increase of $23,- 
078,808 over 1867, and a gain of $65,718,626 in ten years. 

Of the thirty-four counties in the Territory, thirty-one show an increase, 
two.a decrease, and one appears in the list for the first time. In the list of 
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WASHINGTON'S' WEALTH. F 
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F counties showing an increase, Pierce stands first- with a -gamm of $8,139,712, 

and San Juan last with $9,684 Spokane takes second place -with ra 5 
874, Whitman third with $2,870,369, King fourth with $2,579,004, Walla 
Walla fifth with $1,562,785, and Adams claims-the sixth with a gain of d 
$535,431. 

The counties showing a decrease- are Stevens and Garfield, their loss 
being $235,377 and $132,742 respectively. The decrease in Stevens county is , 
due to the création of Okanogan county, which in the assesment of 1887 
was part of Stevens. The. aggregate valuation for. both counties exceeds 
the 1887 valuation of Stevens $60,391, “an amount which SES really De 
credited to Stevens as an increase . M
